Church design: to serve people

_ ALCALA PARK — Since 
members of the assembly should be 
active participants, not a passive 
audience, in liturgical celebrations, 
worship space should enable the 
people to interact with the celebrant 
and with each other, a former 
director of the diocesan Center for 
Liturgy and Prayer said March 14 at 
a presentation on worship 
environments. 


However, the environment should 
be conducive to both communal and 
‘private prayer — a blend rarely 
found in churches today, said Father 
Michael Smith, the former liturgy- 
prayer director and currently pastor 
of he Immaculata, where the 
session was held. 

How worship space in churches 
can best be utilized was the topic that 
drew over 70 participants to the 
meeting, where speakers explained 
how environments influence 

. liturgical celebrations. 


Father Smith and Armando Ruiz, 
a liturgical architect in Diamond, 
Calif., highlighted some guidelines 
from the book, “Environment and 
Art in Catholic Worship, ’’ written by 
the U.S. Bishops’ Comitttee on the 
Liturgy. 

Augustinian Father Robert 
Gavotto, former pastor of St. Patrick 
Church, North Park, described the 
three-year process of renovating that 
church’s interior.

Religious-travel agencies, former Med- 
jugorje pilgrims, including priests, and 
even the Yugoslavian government’s 
tourist office — albeit not for the same 
reasons — want American Catholics to 
visit the Yugoslavian site of alleged 
Marian apparitions. 

But the alleged apparitions have not 
been authenticated by the church. In fact, 
the apparitions were judged not to be 
authentic by a study commissioned by the 
local Yugoslavian bishop. Currently they 
are being investigated by the Yugoslavian 
bishops’ conference in conjunction with 
the Vatican. 

The conference and the Vatican have 
asked that pilgrimages cease until the in- 
vestigation is completed. 

Still the pilgrims come, especially from 
many U.S. dioceses, including San 
Diego. And in those dioceses programs 
featuring speakers promoting Medjugorje 
are common. And in many dioceses travel 
advertisements for pilgrimages to Med- 
jugorje can be found in Catholic 
newspapers. 

In the San Diego Diocese, Bishop Leo 
T. Maher has written. to priests not to 
preach about the alleged apparitions or 
promote public pilgrimages. And the 
diocesan newspaper will cease to accept 
advertisements of pilgrimages to Med- 
jugorje. 

Bishop Maher wrote in a March 17 
memorandum to the San Diego diocesan 
Presbyteral Council, his advisory body of 
priests, that ‘‘the church officially does 
not preach about apparitions, such as 
Medjugorje, or promote public 
pilgrimages, until the church has an op- 
portunity to make a pronouncement on 
such apparitions as authentic.

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Civil rights bill veto disappoints USCC official

WASHINGTON — The. general 
secretary of the U:S. bishops’ conference 
expressed disappointment that President 
Reagan vetoed ‘‘one of the most 
important pieces of civil rights legislation 
to come along in many years,’’ the Civil 
Rights Restoration Act. 

Msgr. Daniel F. Hoye, general 
secretary of the U.S. Catholic 
Conference, said in a March 17 statement 
that he hoped Congress would override 
Reagan’s veto. 


Five days later, on March 22, the 
Senate overrode the veto by a vote of 
73-24, more than the necessary two-thirds 
majority. The House was scheduled to 
take action following the Senate vote. 
Both chambers originally passed the bill 
by overwhelming margins. 

The USCC originally had expressed 
concerns about the bill but supported it 
after it was amended to include a 
provision to prevent it from being used to 
demand abortion coverage and a 
‘‘religious tenets’’ exemption to prevent 
religious organizations from being unduly 
burdened.

The Senate began discussion of 
overriding the veto March 17, but 
opponents of the measure succeeded in 
postponing the vote. 

The delay came as a barrage of 
telephone calls for sustaining the veto 
began after the Rev. Jerry Falwell, 
chairman of Moral Majority, sent an 
urgent message to pastors calling on them 
to rally congregations against what he 
called the ‘‘Civil Rights Sodom and 
Gomorrah Act.’’ The Washington Post 
reported that 80,000 calls were received 
by the Senate during one hour. 

The Civil Rights Restoration Act 


would overturn the 1984 Supreme Court 
ruling in the Grove City College case. 
The court ruled that only the federally 
funded program in such institutions as 
universities, not the entire institution, 


could be penalized for civil rights 
violations. 
Congress added the ‘‘abortion- 


neutral’? admendment that specified that 
nothing in the. legislation could be 
construed to require or prohibit providing 

or paying for abortion services.

ALCALA PARK — Msgr. Lawrence Purcell, a priest 
of the San Diego Diocese and rector of the Pontifical 
North American College, a U.S. church-run seminary in 
Rome, was back home last week appealing to individual 
Catholic laypersons to help the financially troubled in- 
stitution. 

At a reception March 20 at St. Francis Seminary on the 
University of San Diego campus, where he once served 
for four years as rector, Msgr. Purcell told the gathering 
the 127-year-old North American College has been hit 
hardest by the devaluation of the U.S. dollar. 

Since the students are from dioceses in the United 
States, all the income is in U.S, dollars, he said. ‘‘When I 
became rector (four years ago after serving for seven years 
with the apostolic delegation in Washington, D.C.), $1 
was worth 5,000 Italian lira, and now it is only worth 
about 400 lira.”’ 

The North American College charges $10,000 for 
seminarians and $11,000 for priests in graduate studies at 
the college, but the actual cost is about $17,000, the rector 
related. 

The college also runs a three-month continuing educa- 
tion institute for priests. i 

Msgr. Purcell said if the college charged the actual cost 
of educating a student, the seminary would price itself 
out. 

So, in addition to cost-cutting measures that include 
layoffs of employees, some of whom come from families 
who have served the seminary for generations, the college 
is involved in a major fund-raising effort, the North 
American College Endowment Campaign, in the arch- 
dioceses and dioceses of the United States. 

The cutbacks would mean some of those jobs would be 
done by the students, he said. His main concern is that it 
might affect the 10 hours of weekly service, including time 
with the poor and destitute, the seminarians give 
throughout Rome, which he thinks is essential to their for- 
mation as servants of the people. 

The college’s campaign is seeking to raise $5 million. It 
is being conducted with the help of the Knights and 
Ladies of the Holy Sepulchre. 

Thus far, according to Sara Finn, the campaign’s lay 
director in the San Diego diocese, more than $4 million 
has been pledged by the bishops, alumni, a few founda- 
tions and some individuals. 

North American seminarians have to serve in Third 
World countries during the summer, and there are no 
funds available for them, Finn said. 

Thus, people can sponsor those seminarians as well as 
set up scholarships, make donations as memorials and 
donate through deferred gifts, she added. 

However, there is an urgent need for cash now, Finn 
said, adding that all donations are tax-deductible, and all 
monies for the college are banked in the U.S. 

Msgr. Purcell told Southern Cross the college’s fund- 
raising effort has brought in approximately $1.4 million

in cash and confirmed the need of more cash donations. 

He is in the country going to various dioceses to make 
an appeal on behalf of the seminary. He praised Bishop 
Leo T. Maher for allowing him to begin that effort this 
year in his home diocese. 

More than $35,000 in cash was raised last weekend, in- 
cluding funds from the reception March 20. 

As of March 20, six parishes donated a total of more 
than $8,000, with the remainder coming mostly from in- 
dividuals of the area. 

Msgr. Purcell also praised Bishop Maher for his com- 
mitment to the ongoing education of his priests. ; 

Since 1972 Bishop Maher has sent an average of three 
priests a year to the Institute for Continuing Theological 
Education, a three-month program run twice a year by 
the North American College, he said. 

‘Bishop Maher has fostered more education for his 
clergy than any other bishop in our episcopal conference 
(U.S.),’’ Msgr. Purcell said at the reception. 

Several San Diego diocesan priests studied .as 
seminarians at the college, and four diocesan seminarians 
are currently preparing for theological studies and priestly 
formation there.

commit themselves to staying at the college in Rome for 
two years before they can return home to visit.

What newspaper do you know that charges the same 
price as it did when it was founded in the 1930 s? The 
Catholic Worker, the brainchild of Dorothy Day and Peter 
Maurin, started publishing in 1933 at one cent a copy, 
street price, and 25 cents a year for subscriptions. The 
price remains the same today, and it is still remarkably 
true to the philosophy of its founders. 

On the other hand, it can cause your blood pressure to 
rise appreciably. About 30 percent of the content of the 
paper is too liberal for me, and another 30 percent of the 
articles strikes me as being slanted subjectively. But the 
rest of the content, about 40 percent, is always 
challenging as well as provocative. 

Two things that stand out in my memory of Dorothy 
Day were her complete commitment to the poor and her 
dedication to peace. At one time she was a dedicated 
Communist because, in the 1930s, they seemed to be the 
only ones working for the poor. 

When she discovered the papal social encyclicals, her 
eyes were opened to a whole new world of working for the 
poor while guaranteeing their human dignity. She felt 
that if Catholics would wholeheartedly embrace what 
these encyclicals taught, the world would be 
revolutionized for and in Christ. 

These were the principles she embraced for her 
newspaper and for the Catholic Worker movement. 

She was an idealist, and sometimes idealists can’t come 
to terms with the real world about them and the effects of 
original sin. I shudder to think what the world would be 


like if the United States embraced unilateral nuclear 
disarmament! 
True to form, CW still carries the torch for the Ghandi 


ideals of non-violence. However, his work against the. 


British, a country still nominally Christian, would not 
have worked against Communist overlords. 
The British could not bring themselves to slaughter 


‘innocent Indians, peacefully protesting the English rule. 


The Communists had no qualms of conscience about 
sending tanks in against equally innocent Hungarians 
trying to return to freedom.

Pope, church behind the poor 


Pope John Paul II’s new encyclical is either a scandal or 
the most progressive papal writing in 20 years, depending 
on who is speaking. 

The pope has disappointed those who expected him to 
water down the 20-year-old social doctrine of his 
predecessor, Pope Paul VI. Pope John Paul endorses 
Pope Paul’s document and carries it forward into the 21st 
century. 

American missionaries and others who work in 
impoverished parts of the world are cheering the new 
encyclical, ‘“The Social Concerns of the Church.”’ 

The pope clearly blames the two superpowers for much 
of the modern world’s misery. Not only do the capitalists 
share guilt with the communists, they share it equally. 

Two years ago when the United States bishops wrote 
their economic letter condemning certain government 
policies, there were complaints from some Catholics who 
thought the bishops were running afoul of the pope. Now 
with his own contribution to the debate, the pope 
indicates that the U.S. bishops are correct to criticize 
unjust economic structures. 

The pope has offended those Americans who would 
rather place nationalism ahead of Catholicism, but his 
new encyclical bluntly states that the church is aligned 
with neither side in the superpower struggle but stands 
behind the interests of the poor. 

The encyclical clearly condemns both ‘“‘liberal 
capitalism’’ and ‘‘Marxist collectivism’’ for having 
created systems that bring suffering to millions. 

Marxist systems cause ‘‘passivity, dependence and 
submission to the bureaucratic apparatus ... which is 
similar to the traditional dependence of the worker- 
proletarian in capitalism,’’ the pope writes. 

The United States and the Soviet Union, by their 
mutual suspicion and antagonism, have helped to ‘‘widen 
the gap already existing on the economic level between 
North and South,”’ the encyclical states. 

The pope blames both countries equally for basing their 
foreign policies in attitudes of ‘‘imperialism’’ and 
“‘colonialism.’’ He holds both sides responsible for 
creating ‘‘structures of sin’’ that feed off the misery of 
Third World peoples: 

e American corporations thriving off foreign 
operations that exploit workers; international banks 
holding entire continents hostage to impossibly huge debt 
payments; 
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¢ Communist governments suffocating their citizens 
and terrorizing their neighbors with Soviet weapons; 

* So-called ‘‘democratic’’? governments giving more 
attention to ‘‘national security’ than to human rights. 

These are the ‘‘structures of sin’’ the pope condemns. 

American missionaries have been naming these kinds 
of injustices for years. The missioners live among the 
victims of the ‘‘structures of sin’’ and experience their 
pain. 

The encyclical puts into theological language the gritty 
truths that the world’s poor already know through their 
suffering. 

He expresses their plea when he writes: ‘‘:..world peace 
is inconceivable unless the world’s leaders come to 
recognize that interdependence in itself demands the 
abandonment of the politics of blocs, the sacrifice of all 
forms of economic, military or political imperialism, and 
the transformation of mutual distrust into collaboration.”

Pope condemns racism

VATICAN CITY — Pope John Paul II condemned 
racial discrimination as a ‘‘painful wound’’ afflicting a 
number of countries, and said it should be wiped out. 

The pope made the remarks during his Sunday 
Angelus blessing at the Vatican March 20, the day before 
the United Nations-sponsored International Day Against 
Racial Discrimination. 

The event, he said, ‘‘invites us to reflect on this painful 
wound that still exists in various parts of the world, 
sometimes even under particularly cruel forms.”’ 

The pope said the church’s teaching that all people 
have equal dignity and rights as children of God should be 
affirmed ‘‘always’’ and ‘‘forcefully.’’ Christians should 
avoid any behavior that favors or maintains any form of 
racial discrimination, he said.

Joanne Nicgorski, director of the diocesan 
Center for Liturgy and Prayer, the 
gathering was designed to bring 
“‘architects, artists, contractors, clergy 
and members of parish building and 
liturgy committees together’ for a 
threefold purpose: 

© To familiarize them with the Second 
Vatican Council’s guidelines on worship 
space; 

e To encourage the interest of more 
artists and architects in the principles of 
liturgical design; 

¢ To show ways of increasing the 
assembly’s participation in liturgies. 

Citing Vatican II’s definition of church 
as the ‘‘people of God,’’ Father Smith 
said that ‘‘churches are not monuments to 
pastors or architects’? but should “‘serve 
the needs of people.”’ 

People who enter churches should 
experience a climate of hospitality and 
warmth, not the coldness conveyed by the 
architecture in many buildings, he said, 
adding that friendliness among 
parishioners, rather than a rigid silence, 
helps to create this atmosphere. 

Art used in churches should invite 
worshipers to experience the mysteries of 
faith through the use of symbols that are 
“alive and meaningful,’’ Father Smith 
said, referring to the tabernacle, banners 
and other decorations. 

In _ selecting materials for church 
interiors,’ Father Smith advised 
participants to be ‘‘quality conscious’’ as 
well as cost conscious. Careful research 
can result in procuring beautiful materials 
that fit into parish budgets, he said. 

The priest also urged the group to work 
with professional consultants in choosing 
furniture, lighting and sound systems to 
enhance the ‘“‘rhythm, structure and 
movement of the ritual action.’’ 

He also stressed the importance of 
educating parishioners about changes 
made in the design of their church. 

Father Gavotto agreed. ‘‘Education is 
important, but it cannot replace the fear’’ 
experienced by» some people when 
changes are introduced, 

He explained the two-year educational 
program he initiated at St. Patrick parish 
before its church was renovated in 1984 
during his pastorate. 

The process involved organizing an 
environment committee, hearing 
presentations by liturgists and church 
architects, publishing information in 
parish bulletins and having open 
meetings of parishioners to air their 
views.

Following this dialogue, the 
remodeling required only two months, 
thanks to the labor volunteered by 
parishioners, he said. Changes included 
removing the communion rail and one 
podium, building an altar closer to the 
congregation and moving some pews to 
face the altar. - 

Ruiz was employed as an architectural 
consultant for the project. 

In his presentation at The Immaculata, 
Ruiz said the architecture of a church 
includes the environment both inside and 
outside the building, which conveys a 
message through its own body language. 
Because liturgy celebrates life, it begins 
outdoors, he said. ‘‘Liturgy is a total 
experience, not a rational exercise,’’ Ruiz 
stated, 

The architect gave some guidelines for 
creating an environment conducive to 
contemplation, citing the U.S. Bishops’ 
Committee on the Liturgy: 

¢ The altar used for Mass should be 
the most beautifully designed the parish 
community can provide: It should be 
movable and approachable from all sides. 

e The Lectionary containing Scripture 
readings should be decorated to signify 
God’s presence in his Word. 

¢ The podium should be used only for 
these readings. 

e Chairs in the sanctuary should be 
arranged so celebrants are seen as part of 
the assembly. 

Father Smith explained how the 
concept of church; which has changed 
throughout the centuries, has influenced 
the use of worship space. 

One of the earliest churches was not a 
building, but a tent for the Ark of the 
Covenant carried by the Jews during their 
journey from Egypt to the promised land, 
he said. Their movable church was a sign 
that ‘‘where people are gathered (in 
prayer), the Lord is with us,’’ he said. 


The first permanent church, ‘‘a 
monument to God, was a grandiose 
structure’ built by King Solomon, he 
said. 


In Christ’s time Jews gathered in a 
synagogue to listen to Scripture and pray, 
he related. These rituals later evolved into 
the Liturgy of the Word and the Liturgy 
of the Euchcarist which comprise the 
Mass, Father Smith said. 


To the early Christians, forced by 
Roman persecutions to worship in private 
places, the church did not indicate a 
“building, hierarchy or clergy, but a 
gathering space for God’s family,’’ he 
added.

After freedom of religion was permitted 
in the fourth century, churches were 
built, and with changes in theology which 
emphasized people’s unworthiness, the 
clergy began to take over roles previously 
filled by the laity, he said. 

The Middle Ages saw large Gothic 
churches and impersonal styles of worship 
with priests doing most of the action in 
liturgies, Father Smith said.

S.F. archbishop returns

SAN FRANCISCO — San Francisco 
Archbishop John R. Quinn will return to 
work April 9 after a five-month sabbatical 
taken for ‘‘reasons of accumulated stress,’’ 
the Archdiocese of San Francisco 
announced. 

The archdiocese also announced 
Archbishop Quinn is to undergo surgery 
for removal of a benign parotid tumor 
located in the parotid gland behind the 
earlobe. 

The announcements were made in a 
news release March 17. 

No date has been set for the surgery, 
which will be performed at Stanford 
University Hospital in Palo Alto 
“‘sometime after April 17,’’ the 
archdiocese said. 

On his first day back at work, 
Archbishop Quinn is to ordain four men to 
the priesthood at San Francisco’s St. 
Mary’s Cathedral. 

‘‘T feel refreshed and renewed,’’ the 
archdiocese quoted the archbishop as 
saying. “‘I’m eager to be back in San 
Francisco and to get back to work,”’ he said. 

Last Nov. 5 Archbishop Quinn 
announced that on his doctor’s advice he 
was taking a sabbatical of indefinite length. 
An archdiocesan press officer said at the 
time the archbishop was simply worn out 
from work and there was no disease or 


chemical dependency involved. 


In addition to his archdiocesan responsi- 
bilities, Archbishop Quinn in recent years 
has been president of the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops, head of its 
doctrine and pastoral research and 
practices committees, papally appointed 
head of a commission to study U.S. 
religious orders, president of the California 
Catholic Conference, member of a three- 
bishop commission appointed by the Holy 
See to help resolve a major church dispute 
in the Archdiocese of Seattle, and host of the 
papal visit to San Francisco this past 
September. 


During his sabbatical Archbishop Quinn 
went to The Institute of Living in Hartford, 
Conn., a clinic where he underwent a 
medical evaluation and dealt with issues of 
stress management and exhaustion, the 
archdiocesan announcement said. The 
medical evaluation revealed the existence 
ofthetumor, it said. 


The surgery is to involve a hospital stay 
of approximately five days, followed by a 
brief period of convalescence, the release 
said. 

During his five-month rest Archbishop 
Quinn also spent time at St. Anselm Bene- 
dictine Abbey in Manchester, N.H., St. 
Joseph Trappist Abbey in Spencer, Mass., 
and with the Jesuit community at 
Fairfield University in Connecticut. 
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Compensation impacts CSJ ministry

SAN DIEGO — Although the Sisters 
of St. Joseph of Carondelet (CSJ) — the 
religious community with the greatest 
number of nuns in the San Diego diocese 
— do not have an emergency need for 
funds to take care of their retired Sisters, 
like that of many other communities of 
women religious, they do have some 
concerns about the rising age of their 
Sisters and their ministry to the poor, 
according to the community’s regional 
superior Sister Jeanette VanVleck. 

““We don’t have an emergency need. 
... We are taking care of our Sisters,’’ 
Sister Van Vleck said, noting that the $2.5 
billion religious retirement shortfall has 
not affected the CSJs as it has other 
communities. 

Sister VanVleck said the Tri-Con- 
ference Retirement Project’s 10-year 
collection program — the first of which 
will be taken up in San Diego May 15 — 
will assist those communities in greatest 


. need. 


Despite her community’s current 
financial solidity, Sister WanVleck said 
the CSJs are concerned about the rising 
age of the community’s 600 members. 
The group’s median age is 59; 140 CSJs 
are now over age 70 and four are under 
age 30, Sister VanVleck said. Of those 
over 70, 21 percent are still working in 
active ministry, she added. 

Of the 446 Sisters currently ministering 
in San Diego, 34 are CSJs, the only 
community with a regional superior

Sister VanVleck noted that more CSJs 
here are not working in education. Nine 
CSJs are working at the Academy of Our 
Lady of Peace, a school financed by the 
community, she said. 

Other CSJs here work in various 
departments in the Diocesan Office, at 
the St. Vincent de Paul/Joan Kroc Center 
and in parish ministry, she added. 

Sister VanVleck said the CSJs are not 
experiencing the financial troubles facing 
other Sisters because her communi, 
invested well in the past and decided to 
place more of its members in salaried 
positions. 

Sister Kane said larger religious orders 
— like the CSJs — and those with better 
educated members are facing less of a 
financial crisis. 

Those communities whose members 
work for a salary are also more financially 
sound than those Sisters who work for a 
stipend, Sister Kane said. 

Her community, the Religious of the 
Sacred Heart, ‘‘is not in serious financial 
trouble because we went on salary in 
1970,’’ she said. 

Communities facing the worst financial 
crisis are those whose members have 
worked only in elementary education, 
for a stipend, Sister VanVleck said. 


The low level of the stipend — 
averaging $1,800 yearly in 1968 — 
prohibited many communities from 
saving for the future. 
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Reaching out 


Sister Kane fears that increasing 
numbers of Sisters will be asked to take 
salaried posts in universities and hospitals 
by their financially 
communities, meaning there will be fewer 
nuns to work with poor people. 


Sister VanVleck said that 20 CSJs 
working here receive stipends averaging 
about $11,000 annually. 


Many CSJs are working with the 
economically poor in the San Diego area 
and around the world, she said. ‘‘Our 
Sisters are generous and have concern for 
the poor, but we need to have funds to 
subsidize their work with the poor.”’ 


Currently, CSJs are working in Peru, 
Chile, Japan, Nicaragua, El Salvador, 
and Guatemala, she related. 

Sister VanVleck said her community 
wants to continue its work with the poor, 
but to do so will require that more money 
be earned by other working Sisters, which 
may mean giving up some positions for 
which they receive stipends. 

She noted that the salary/stipend issue 
“is not about improving lifestyle. It’s 
about the freedom to take care of our 
own, make our own decisions,’’ both of 
which require sufficient finances.

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Alleged apparitions 
at Yugoslav village

MEDJUGORJE, Yugoslavia — The 
story of Medjugorje can be told as the 
story of two Yugoslavian bishops: one 
who rejoiced and one who saw deception 
and disobedience. 

The bishops have become spokesmen 
for opposite sides of a bitter controversy 
over the reported Marian apparitions, 
which began in the small Yugoslavian 
village in 1981. 

Archbishop Frane Franic of Split- 
Makarska says that until the church 
makes a final judgment, the bottom line 
at Medjugorje is spiritual renewal among 
local Catholics and thousands of foreign 
visitors. 

“One snowy weekday evening, I went 
there myself and found the church 
overflowing with people. Everyone was 
confessing, praying on their knees and 
receiving Communion. I was amazed,”’ 
said Archbishop Franic, whose arch- 
diocese is less than an hour’s drive from 
Medjugorje. 

““The fasting, the confessing, the con- 
version: I thought, this can only be the 
fruit of supernatural events,’’ he said. 

But Bishop Pavao Zanic of Mostar- 
Duvno, the diocese that includes Med- 
jurgorje, sees deception and division in 
the church locally, and possible embar- 
rassment for the universal church. 

“Tt.is a trick. There is a lot of slyness 
and a lot of exploitation of people going 
on,’’ said Bishop Zanic. He said that 
“not one’’ of his diocesan priests believes 
in the Medjugorje events. The bishop has 
unsuccessfully tried to stop pilgrimages to 
the site. 

The bishops spoke with National 
Catholic News Service in Yugoslavia and 
in Rome. 

““Mary sees that her children are sick 
and in danger, so she’s calling us to the 
basic ‘medicine’’’ of prayer and fasting, 
said Archbishop Franic. He said he had 
seen spiritual conversion and physical 


healings at Medjugorje. 
“The effect is one of conversion, in 
Yugoslavia, Germany, France, the 


United States and elsewhere,’’ the arch- 
bishop said. 

But he added that most of his own 
priests ‘‘don’t even want to hear of Med-

Jugorje.”’ 

But he said ‘‘Medjugorje completed 
my theology.’’ 

Bishop Zanic said he at first defended 
the young visionaries and the possibility 
that Mary was appearing daily to them. 

But that changed after the Virgin was 
said to have sided against him in favor of 
two local Franciscans who had been 
suspended from their ministry. 

The suspensions were tied to a 
longstanding feud in which Franciscan

tinues the investigation of the events at 
Medjugorje, and pastors and the faithful 
should observe an attitude of prudence, as 
is customary in such situations.”’ 


Bishop Maher told Southern Cross March 
18, that does not preclude people from 
believing and talking about the alleged 
Medjugorje apparitions and messages. 

In accordance with the diocesan policy, 
the Southern Cross, beginning with its April 
1 issue, will no longer accept 
advertisements or other items promoting 
Medjugorje pilgrimages, events and 
messages, Dan E. Pitre, editor, 
announced. 

That does not mean the paper will not 
run news articles examining the situation, 
as it is currently doing, or providing 
updated information or new 
developments concerning the alleged 
apparitions at Medjugore, he said. 

Thus the paper joins several other 
newspapers of such archdioceses or 
dioceses as Newark, N.J.; Kansas City- 
St. Joseph, Mo.; Galveston-Houston, 
Texas; Tyler, Texas; Springfield-Cape 
Girardeau, Mo.; Houma-Thibodaux, 
La.; and Gary, Ind., that are not 


accepting ads while the apparitions are 
not authenticated by the official church. 
The Tidings, newspaper of the Arch- 
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diocese of Los Angeles, does accept ads 
“offering travel to a destination called 
Medjugorje,”’ said Al Antczak, managing 
editor. ‘‘We take care that the ad makes no 
claims as to the authenticity of what’s 
happening there.”’ 


Several other Catholic newspapers, in 
such areas as Phoenix, San Francisco, 
New Orleans, Dallas and Miami, accept 
the Medjugorje ads. Most of them, 
including the Southern Cross until April 1, 
do so with the same condition that the ads 
don’t claim the visions are authentic nor 
give the impression that they are offering 
an official pilgrimage. 


The U.S. bishops have not made an 
official statement on the apparitions. 

Bishop Charles V. Grahmann of 
Victoria, Texas, said the bishops of his 
state agreed last fall ‘‘that we would not 
push or advertise diocesan pilgrimages’ 
to Medjugorje. 


Bishop Grahmann said the October 
1987 decision was in response to requests 
from the Yugoslavian bishops and the 
Vatican that official pilgrimages to 
Medjugorje cease. 


However, Bishop Grahmann_ noted 
that the Vatican and the Yugoslavian 
bishops did not forbid individual 
Catholics from traveling to Medjugorje. 


friars have refused to transfer control of 
several parishes in the region to diocesan 
clergy. 

Later, Bishop Zanic said, he received a 
letter from one of the, visionaries warning 
he would be judged by Mary and Christ 
unless he accepted the apparitions. 

“‘T mailed the letter to the Vatican the 
same day. For me, the question was 
decided,’’ he said. He noted that 
Catholics are never required to believe in 
Marian apparitions. 


But in spite of the hierarchy’s efforts, 
pilgrimages by the thousands continue. 


Many of those from throughout the 
United States, including San Diego, have 
returned as ardent disciples of the alleged 
apparitions and messages. They actively 
promote the authenticity and spiritual 
importance of the alleged apparitions and 
messages at Medjugorje. ~ 


The Socialist Republic of Yugoslavia

One bishop sees fraud, another rejoices 


The Franciscans at Medjugorje say the 
jurisdictional dispute is irrelevant to the 
apparitions. : 

But they add that the idea of Mary 
criticizing a bishop is not unrealistic. 

“‘After all, bishops have made many, 
many mistakes,’’ said Father Philip 
Pavich, a U.S. Franciscan at Medjugorje. 

“In my modest judgment, Mary can 
ask a bishop to be more prudent,”’ said 
Archbishop Franic. ‘“‘Even we bishops 
should accept warnings from heaven.”’ 

Bishop Zanic, in a sermon last June in 
Medjugorje, announced he was forbid- 
ding priests to celebrate Mass there if they 
led pilgrimages or attributed a super- 
natural character to the events. 

“‘T was certain it would be ignored, but 
I purposely raised the issue so the world 
would know the bishop thinks it is very 
important,’’ Bishop Zanic said. 

The Yugoslavian bishops’ conference 
had previously discouraged pilgrimages 
to Medjugorje. 

The policy at Medjugorje is to consider 
the bishop’s order unenforceable. Based 
on interviews there in mid-February, it 
was clear that most priests accompany 
rather than organize the pilgrimages. But 
most, especially the Medjugorje Fran- 
ciscans, also describe the apparitions as 
authentic. The word “‘if’’ is rarely used. 

In the meantime, visiting priests con- 
celebrate regularly in St. James Church, 
where the apparitions are said to occur in 
a choir balcony.

Bishop Zanic blames the Franciscans 
for the situation. ‘‘This is the most 
disobedient province in the whole 
world,’’ he said. 


He has unsuccessfully tried to keep out- 
side friars away from Medjugorje. In 
February, the two suspended Franciscans 
were working there in non-ministerial 
tasks. 


Bishop Zanic does not dispute that 
pilgrims experience renewed piety, but 
scoffs at the ‘‘scheduled’’ nature of 
Mary’s alleged appearances. 


“Who can say Mary will appear every 
day, for years, at such and such an hour? 
They act like people lining up in front of a 
box office,’’ he said. 


The bishop, who has a large statue of 
the Blessed Mother in his residence, said 
reports of apparitions are not new to the 
region. : 


Archbishop Franic agreed, noting that 
several children in a Franciscan parish in 
his archdiocese began reporting Marian 
apparitions in 1982.

over 1986 — a down year because of the 
Chernobyl nuclear accident in the Soviet 
Union — and about the same number as 
in 1984 when the Winter Olympics were 
held in Sarajevo. 

“We felt it should be more,’’ Matko 
said.

The local bishop in Medjugorje has 
said the apparitions are not legitimate, 
but a neighboring archbishop points to 
spiritual renewal among many as a result 
of visits to the village.

Catholics are obligated 
to care for AIDS patients

WASHINGTON — In debate on AIDS 
during March, Catholic leaders stressed 
the moral obligation the medical 
community and all Catholics have in caring 
for AIDS sufferers and urged that research 
for acure not be put ahead of patients: 

Bishops in separate pastoral messages 
also urged Catholics to work with public 
officials on a policy that effectively 
addresses moral and health concerns the 
disease raises. 

The Christian response to AIDS doesnot 
include promoting the use of condoms, said 
the Vatican newspaper, L’Osservatore 
Romano, in an unsigned article in early 
March. 

One Catholic leader speaking at a New 
York AIDS congress, Dr. Edmund 
Pellegrino, said physicians have a moral 
obligation to treat AIDS patients and that 
Christian physicians and institutions have 
aneven higher obligation in charity to serve 
those “‘outside the pale.”’ 

Pellegrino, professor of medicine and 
director of the Kennedy Institute of Ethics 
at Georgetown University, spoke on the 
last day of, an International Congress on 
AIDS, held March 14-16. 3 

He said physicians should treat patients 
without ‘‘moralizing’’ about their 
behavior, and he added that patients also 
have obligations to those who treat them 
and can validly be required to accept testing 
for AIDS, a requirement many groups 
oppose. 

Pellegrino also said ‘‘abortion would be 
out’’ even in the case of a mother 
transmitting the AIDS virus. 

Another congress speaker, Cardinal 
John J. O’Connor of New York, appealed 
March 14 for the medical community to 
give more attention to care of persons with 
AIDS because, he said, care ‘‘almost 
always seems to take second place to 
research,”’ 

Initiated by the International Federation 
of Catholic Medical Associations, the 


congress was co-sponsored by New York 
Medical College, the Health and Hospitals 
Department of the New York Archdiocese 
and St. Clare’s Hospital in Manhattan. 
The college and the hospital are related to 
the archdiocese. 

The cardinal said he was speaking on the 
basis of his experience with more than 
1,000 persons with AIDS. 

“‘T don’t just go in and wave,’’ Cardinal 
O’Connor said ofhis visits to the patients in 
the AIDS unit established at St. Clare’s 
Hospital. ‘‘Itry tolisten very hard.”’ 

With AIDS, even more than with most 
other diseases, the emphasis must be on 
treating the patient, not the disease, he 
said, adding he has asked administrators of 
all hospitals related to the archdiocese that 
every AIDS patient be treated with dignity 
and without regard to how the disease was 
contracted. 

Other U.S. bishops in separate pastoral 
messages stressed the duty of Catholics to 
provide pastoral care for AIDS victims 
and to work with public officials on policy 
to address moral and health concerns the 
disease raises. 

During a Mass for AIDS patients last 
December, Bishop Leo T. Maher called on 
all persons to pray for those suffering from 
AIDS as a manifestation of ‘‘our 
compassion and care’’ for them. 

Bishop Maher also announced at the 
Mass the establishing of the diocesan- 
sponsored Josue House, a residence for 
AIDS patients. “‘It is hoped this Josue 
center will provide a home — a family 
atmosphere — where spiritual assistance, 
compassion and great love can be found,”’ 
the bishop said. 

Also in December, Bishop Maher is- 
sued a statement noting that the diocese is 
working with interfaith efforts to provide 
ministry to those affected by AIDS — the 
San Diego Ecumenical Conference AIDS 
Chaplaincy Program. 

Other messages were issued in late 
February and early March by bishops in 
Mississippi, Alaska and New York.

said would address what he called the 
“‘many serious shortcomings’’ of the act. 

The president said the bill he vetoed 
would ‘‘vastly and unjustifiably extend 
the power of the federal government over 
the decisions and affairs of private 
organizations. ’’ 

He said the bill would ‘‘diminish 
substantially the freedom and 
independence of religious institutions. cs 

He also said it would “‘seriously 
impinge upon religious liberty because of 
its unprecedented and pervasive coverage 
of churches and synagogues based on 
receipt of even a small amount of federal 
aid for just one activity.”’ 

Reagan said his proposal would protect 
religious liberty by limiting coverage to 
the part of a church or synagogue which 
participates in a federal program and 
would protect private institutions closely 
identified with religious organizations on 
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the same basis as institutions directly 
controlled by religious organizations. 

He said that, like the Civil Rights 
Restoration Act, his proposal included 
provisions ‘‘to ensure that this legislation 
does not impair protection for the lives of 
unborn children.”’ 

The Catholic League for Religious and 
Civil Rights announced support for 
Reagan’s alternative proposal but 
expressed concern that it, ‘‘like the bill 
passed by Congress, would put a school, 
college or university under federal 
regulation if a single student received 
federalaid.’’ 

“The league urges that this danger to 
freedom of education be removed,”’ it said 
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ina March 21 statement.~ 


In his statement Msgr. Hoye said that, 
like Congress, the USCC believes the 
Civil Rights Restoration Act ‘‘will do 
much to strengthen federal civil rights 
protections while safeguarding vital 
concerns about human life and religious 
liberty.”’ 

Msgr. Hoye said the USCC believes 
that the legislation ‘‘adequately 
accommodates legitimate concerns in the 
area of religious liberty,’’ and he warned 
that the ‘‘abortion-neutral’’ guarantees 
could be lost if the bill does not become 
law. 

The week before Reagan’s veto, the 
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president of the National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops, Archbishop John L. 
May of St. Louis, also had warned that 
church and other institutions could be 
forced to cooperate in abortions if Reagan 
vetoed the bill. 


Archbishop May said the bill enacted 
by Congress, with the “‘abortion- 
neutral’’ amendment, was ‘“‘a significant 
victory for civil rights and an important 
step forward in ensuring that our nation’s 
civil rights laws do not violate 
fundamental convictions on human life.’’

The series was produced under a grant by 
NBC to the Interfaith Broadcasting 
Commission, which represents the 
United States Catholic Conference 
(USCC), Jewish Theological Seminary, 
National Council of Churches, and 
Southern Baptist Convention in network 
broadcasting. 

Though ‘‘Beyond the Dream’’ features 
such entertainment celebrities as Kevin 
McCarthy, Susan Sullivan, Elke 
Sommer, Elaine Stritch, Gloria 
DeHaven, Dom DeLuise and Ricardo 
Montalban, they are there to provide the 
color for the enlightened and informative 
historical foundation set down by the 
highly distinguished Msgr. John Tracy 
Ellis, a teacher and scholar at The 
Catholic University of America in 
Washington, D.C. 

‘‘He is the cement that holds this 
exciting presentation together. It is his 
illumination of this period in 
American/Catholic history that is so 
important to the understanding of our 
roots and our future,’’ said Richard 
Hirsch, secretary for communications of 
the USCC. 

Waves of Irish, German and Italian

Ellis, and the places he takes us ... the

Portrait Gallery and Georgetown 
University ... we get a precise, 
informative and highly entertaining 
insight into this special time in our 
history.”’ 

The growth of the Catholic Church in

‘Masquerade’ has thrills, suspense 


Surprising plot twists, a posh Long 
Island seaside setting and well-heeled, 
attractive characters make for appealing 
bedfellows in director Bob Swaim’s 
Masquerade. 

Populated with characters who don’t 
exactly fit their stereotypes, who float 
through an old-fashioned, romantic 
story line riddled with diverting false 
leads, ‘‘Masquerade’’ may not keep 
audiences on the edge of their seats, but it 
should keep them entertained and 
guessing until the final fade-out. 

Recently graduated from an all-girls’ 
Catholic college, lovely young heiress 
Olivia Lawrence (Meg Tilly) returns to 
her family’s summer- home in_ the 
Hamptons after the death of her mother. 
There she must live uneasily with her 
conniving, drunken stepfather, Tony 
Gateworth (John Glover), and his gold- 
digging girlfriend. 

Once back on the beach and party 
circuit, shy, virginal Olivia meets and 
instantly falls for handsome young rogue 
Tim Whalan (Rob Lowe). A seemingly 
opportunistic. yachtsman, Whalan 
commandeers a wealthy neighbor’s 
sailboat and sleeps with his nubile, young 
wife (Kim Cattrall). 

Apparently smitten with Olivia, 
Whalan drops his boss’s wife and courts 
and marries the love-struck Olivia, 
heiress to millions. Despite the fishy lies, 
deceptions and murders that begin to 
unsettle Olivia’s world, she never once 
doubts Whalan’s integrity or love. 


Meg Tilly (a fine actress, Oscar- 
nominated for her role as the young nun 
in ‘‘Agnes of God’’) is totally believable 
as the naive, lonely heiress who 
unknowingly swims in a sea of sharks. 

Rob Lowe has little range as an actor, 
but he looks good in and out of his 
Topsiders and is unusually sympathetic in 
what is ostensibly the role of a gigolo. 

Always a standout as a madman or 
drunk, John Glover (‘‘Julia’’) manages to 
steal every scene as Olivia’s ruthless, 
money-hungry stepfather. 

And sandy-haired, freckle-faced Doug 
Savant is convincingly deceptive as local 
cop Mike McGill. 

With its scenic setting, its eerily 
romantic score by John Barry and 
numerous unexpected plot and character 
developments, ‘‘Masquerade’’ is an 
entertaining thriller about victims and 
victimizers who are not what they seem. 

The movie has a few scenes of graphic 
violence and several explicit sexual 
encounters.

In Off Limits, a macho, salt ’n’ pepper 
cop team relentlessly pursue a 
sadomasochistic serial murderer of 
prostitutes in the steamy underbelly of an 
inner city. 

If this plot sounds familiar, it should. 
Variations of this hackneyed theme have 
arisen under titles too numerous to list 
here. 
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“‘Off Limits’’ does take its story line 
into new waters, however. Cashing in on 
Hollywood’s current interest in the 
Vietnam war, the film tracks a team of 
foul-mouthed army detectives, Buck 
McGriff (Willem Dafoe) and Albaby 
Perkins (Gregory Hines) as they patrol 
their seedy beat — downtown Saigon 
circa 1968. 

As enlisted men working as detectives 
for the Army’s Criminal Investigation 
Division during the war, the unlikely duo 
stumbles into a brutal serial murder case. 
The victims are Vietnamese prostitutes 
who have given birth to Amer-Asian 
children, and the suspects are all high- 
ranking army officers. 

When the boys dig deeper into the 
dregs of Saigon to turn up more clues, 
lead after lead is stymied by some high- 
level cover-up operation. 

Filmed in Thailand by director and co- 
writer Christopher Crowe, ‘‘Off Limits”’ 
wastes its unique war angle by focusing 
too much on the chase and not enough on 
character development and the larger 
implications of the brutal crimes within 
the context of the Vietnam war. 

The film contains many scenes of 
extreme violence, wall-to-wall profanity, 
some nudity and several suggestive sexual 
situations featuring prostitutes.
